Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by either 
Woo et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,191,836) or Goto et al. (JP 09157419A ) 

Woo et al. (claims) and Goto et al. each disclose a transparent electroconductive 
film e.g. for liquid crystal display element - comprising laminate of electroconductive film 
and hardened layer derived from co -hvdrolvsate of tetra -alkoxvsilane and metal 
alkoxide and/or phosphate ester 

3. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by either 
Obayashi et al. (U.S. Patent No. 7.138,185) or Kimura et al. (U.S. Patent Application 
Publication No. 2005/0259203). 

Obayashi et al. (claims) and Kimura et al. [0155] each disclose a composition for 
forming an optically anisotropic film, said composition comprising a hydrolysate of an 
organosilane in which a hydroxyl group or a hydrolysable group is directly bonded to 
silicon, and/or a partial condensation product thereof
